Bill  ed  in  the  Bntlih  Columbia 
Legtalature,  one  to  establish  a aever- 
ance  tax  on  railway  belt  landi  on 
Vancouver  laland  when  alienated  from 
Eaqulmalt  Nanaimo  Railway  holdings, 
fieemi  like  an  unduly  punitive  measure 
■ Not  only  does  the  Province  propose  to  take 
one-quarter  of  the  assessed  value  of  the 
lands  when  sold,  but  also  reaches  back  to 
February  20,  1946,  to  render  this  levy  a 
first  lien  against  all  railway  belt  lands 
sold  since.  As  the  lands  were  ceded  by 
the  Province  to  the  Dominion  in  the  first 
.place  and  became  part  of  the  Federal  land 
grant  to  the  C P R.  for  its  construction 
of  the  first  trans-Canada  railway.  British 
Columbia— proceeding  on  a recent  Privy 
Council  judgment — may  yet  find  Itself  up 
against  Dominion  prerogative  and  veto 
by  the  Oovcrnor-Oeneral  in  Council  If  the 
Mlnl.ster  of  Ju.sllce  should  disallow  the 
measure. 

Had  the  Province  confined  itself  to  a 
Bcvcrarice  tax  on  the  value  of  alienated 
timber,  and  that  without  retroactive  lev7. 
it  would  have  been  much  easier  to  justify. 
As  the  bill  is  presented,  however,  ft  may 
have  quite  unlocked  for  effects.  A 25  per 


cent  ad  valorem  impost  could  well  freese 
all  Umber  lands  In  the  Island  railwasL  belt, 
thus  forcing  the  railway  to  carry  unused 
forest  reserves  for  the  Crown.  Also  there 
arc  those  who  reason  that  Individual  pur> 
chasers  could  not  extract  the  timber  from 
such  lands  under  the  terms  of  any  such 
taxation.  Finally,  the  retroactive  clause 
ma/  Impinge  upon  the  distributed  estates 
of  men  now  dead,  with  a snarl  in  title  deeds 
that  even  the  courts  could  not  straighten 
out  In  a hurry.  In  looking  for  Its  pound 
of  flesh,  the  Government  seems  to  have 
cut  far  too  deeply,  and  runs  the  clear  risk 
that  the  measure  will  be  disallowed  at 
Ottawa. 

It  Is  a strange  coincidence  that  three 
major  bills  now  before  the  House  have 
such  challenging  features.  The  E.  & N. 
Bill  deals  w'lth  retroactive  taxation.  The 
Hospital  Insurance  BUI  gives  the  Govern* 
ment  leave  to  make  levies  without  review 
by  the  Legislature.  The  Housing  Bill 
Ignores  city  electors  by  leaving  full  entry 
into  that  scheme  in  the  hands  of  coun- 
cils alone.  This  is  not  good  law.  and  in 
some  Instances  It  Invades  the  prerogative  of 
the  Legislature  Itself. 


(government  Seeks  Wider  Bnreaiteralir  Power 


CHANGI-:S  in  the  Hospital  Insurance 
Act  In  an  amending  bill  now  before 
the  Legislature  carry  the  element  of 
compulsion  a long  way  farther  than  veas 
allowed  by  the  original  .statute.  The  public 
hart  been  prepared  for  measures  to  plug 
loopholes,  but  the  establishing  of  such 
all-embracing  bureaucratic  controls  as 
those  now  sought  by  the  Government  may 
not  have  been  anticipated. 

The  bill  in  effect  gives  blanket  authority 
to  the  Government  to  do  what  It  likes  with 
the  scheme  without  further  reference  to 
the  House,  from  the  rating  and  collection 
of  premiums  to  setting  the  scale  of  bene- 
fits to  which  the  public  would  be  entitled. 
It  asks  for  a virtually  complete  transfer 
of  power  from  the  Legislature  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, with  in  addition  absolute 
authority  to  the  comroi-ssioner  In  many  in- 
stances. More  than  that,  the  amendments 


would  carry  the  Government’s  and  the 
commUsloner’s  jurisdiction  over  hospitals 
to  a pqjnt  little  short  of  total  control. 

To  overcome  evasion  of  premiumj  which 
seems  largely  due  to  past  administrative 
weaknesses,  the  Government  now  proposes 
to  make  payroll  deductions  mandatory 
rather  than  optional.  That  is  an  effective 
way  of  making  sure  that  most  of  the  prem- 
iums are  paid;  but  whatever  saving  In  ad- 
ministrative cost  may  result  will  be  at  the 
expense  of  employers,  some  of  whom  may 
think  It  unreasonable  that  they  should  be 
brought  under  this  compulsion. 

Undoubtedly  the  original  statute  was  in 
need  of  repair;  but  changes  which  would 
allow  of  such  a sweeping  transfer  of 
authority  from  the  Legislature  need  the 
closest  scrutiny,  no  matter  how  serious  the 
fallings  they  are  designed  to  correct. 


AppraisinfJi  ^he  CAty  Piplice  Force 


Any  idea  that  policing  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  might  be  handed  over  to 
some  outside  authority  should  be  sat 
on  before  It  becomes  more  than  a police 
commissioner's  suggestion,  and  a hurried 
one  at  that.  The  Province  may  be  pre- 
paring to  sacrifice  Its  police  force  to 
Federal  Jurl.sdlcllon  but  that  Is  no  example 
worth  following.  The  civic  police  force 
belongs  here  and  Its  control  must  remain 
in  this  area. 

It  is  the  mounting  expense  of  law  en- 
forcement that  Is  worrying  the  Police  Com- 
ml-^-sion.  and  rightly  so.  but  that  would 
l>e  no  excuse  for  letting  the  police  rclru 
go.  The  claim  of  dissension  having  proved 
to  be  merely  the  stirring  of  a teacup,  what 
seems  ne»*dful  is  a new  appraisal  of  the 
requirement*  of  the  patrol  and  traffic 


divisions  so  that  numerically  they  are  not 
out  of  balance.  The  ratio  of  personnel  as 
allocated  In  other  cities  faced  with  similar 
problems  should  provide  a standard  suit- 
able for  this  city. 

In  any  event  It  is  wise  to  defer  re- 
organization of  the  police  department  until 
the  acting  chief  returns  to  the  city.  As 
the  man  chiefly  responsible  for  local  law 
enforcement,  he  should  have  an  Important 
say  In  the  distribution  of  the  men  under 
his  command.  It  may  be  that  as  a result 
of  recent  wage  increases  and  the  Institution 
of  a shorter-hour  week  additional  con- 
stables will  be  necessary,  but  that  can  best 
be  determined  when  the  department  Is 
surveyed  as  a whole  and  the  situation  re- 
specting patrol  and  traffic  work  clarified.

Apart  from  his  own  UMiealth.  It  he  hasn't  re- 
signed that  portfolio  he  should  do  ao  now.  fur 
anywhere  else  but  In  BrItUh  Columbia  hU  resig- 
nation would  have  been  asked  for  by  the  Prrtnler 
as  an  indication  that-^he  Government  reallse<i 
the  serious  public  reaction  to  thU  hospital  farce. 

My  friend  Archie  Ross  rerently  stated  in  your 
correspondence  columns,  that  he  paid  bis  hoa- 
pltal  Insurance  foi*  the  first  year,  and  when 
he  called  to  pay  the  second  year  be  wu  told  he 
didn't  exist  as  they  had  no  record  of  him.  L too. 
paid  up  proqipUy  when  the  scheme  begin  and 
then,  during  that  year,  as  a result  of  a hunting 
aocMent.  I was  temporarily  paralysed  in  the  spine 
and  could  only  mova  in  agony  1 was  refused  ad- 
miaaion  to  hospital  because  they  aaid  they  hadn’t 
a bed.  A friend  in  Victoria  took  me  into  hU  home 
and  conveyed  me  in  hts  ear  lo  and  from  hoe- 
pltal  dally  for  trealmeiU.  wltti  which  1 rapkllji 
recovered.  The  hospital  schema  was  thus  saved 
at  least  the  cost  of  my  bed  and  food  but.  please 
note,  that  I was  now  rlasaed  as  an  out-patient 
(not  provided  for  in  the  sehesne).  ao  the  hospital 
authorities  presented  me  with  a bUl  for 


treatment.  I look  this  personally  to  Dr  Herihey 
who  told  me  that  the  scheme  had  not  yet  pro- 
gressed far  enough  to  cover  out-patients.  1 said 
I was  anxious  for  the  hospital  to  be  paid  but  that 
I couldn't  afford  to  pay  into  a compulsory  hos- 
pital insurance  and  pay  the  hospital  as  well.  But 
mv  observations  orily  brought  forth  a shrug  of 
the  shoulders  from  the  courteous  chief  who.  not 
lung  afterwards,  and  for  various  reasons,  had  the 
decency  himself  to  resign.  Why  cannot  his  ex- 
ample be  followed  by  those  responsible  higher  up?

Long  Overdue  High  Cost  of  Welfare

WHEN  Uie  member  for  Comox  in 
the  local  Legislature  recently 
advocated  the  building  of  a highway 
to  the  western  end  of  Vancouver 
Island,  what  he  stated  about  the 
potentialities  long  awaiting  develop- 
ment in  that  direction  has  been  voiced 
many  a time  and  oft  In  the  past  sixty 
years.  Apparently,  however,  as  the 
people  hanging  on  In  their  more  or 
less  Isolated  communities  beyond 
Crown  Mountain  have  been  reiterating 
Just  that  long,  "Southern  Vancouver 
Islanders  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  a 
belief  there  Is  no  other  part  worthy 
of  being  connected  with  It  by  high- 
ways and  Ignore  th^  fact  that  the 
potential  in  natural  resources  is  fairly 
well  represented  throughout  the  whole 
Island." 

1 have  heard  such  comments  re- 
garding the  lack  of  Interest  displayed 
on  the  part  of  British  Columbia  legis- 
lators. too.  a good  many  times,  al- 
though maybe  not  all  the  criticism  was 
Just.  Government  was  interested  in 
the  farthest  west  portion  when  it  un- 
dertook to  place  colonists  on  the  land 
In  the  vicinity  of  Quatsino  Inlet  and 
the  lands  beyond  towards  Cape  Scott. 
It  cost  some  real  money,  too;  and 
could  have  proved  an  excellent  invest- 
ment for  posterity  had  a little  more 
been  spent  and  the  settlers  been  pro- 
vided with  means  of  communication- 
highway  or  railway  — the  absolute 
necessity,  after  all.  in  the  opening  up 
of  new  land  anywhere. 

wee 

But  the  best  the  eolonists  of  Quat- 
sino Inlet  got  was  a bit  of  road,  about 
nine  miles,  between  Coal  Harbor  and 
Hardy  Bay.  As  for  the  seilleri  on  the 
San  Josef  River  and  In  the  vicinity  of 
Cape  Scott,  where  considerable  land 
could  have  been  made  productive 
agriculturally  at  no  great  expense,  the 
making  of  roads  had  no  part  in  the 
Government  program,  with  the  result 
the  settlers  drifted  away  and  found 
employment  In  the  Ashing  and  lum- 
bering industries. 

For  years,  too,  around  the  turn  of 
the  century  the  folk  near  the  western 
end  were  buoyed  by  the  publicity 
attending  the  exploitation  of  a town- 
site  al  Winter  Harbor.  Many  Vic- 
torians were  interested  In  that  project, 
which  involved  some  ambitious  as- 
pects. all  logical,  too.  Then  there  was 
the  later  "shot  In  the  arm."  a real 
stimulant  to  hope  when  the  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  and  the  Canadian 
PaclAc  had  iheir  engineers  hurriedly 
looking  for  suitable  grades  for  a rail 
line  from  Campbell  River  to  Quatsino 
and  Hardy  Bay.  That  was  a few  yean 
before  the  Great  War  begun.

It  will  be  remembered  the  CN  R. 
•ought  a water-grade  through  the 
centre  of  the  Island,  while  the  C.Pil. 
evidently  considered  It  would  have  a 
greater  scenic  potential  if  grades  could 
be  found  close  to  Broughton,  Dis- 
covery and  Johnson  Passages.  The 
C N.R.  Aled  it.;  application  for  a char- 
ter Arst  Lvsued  to  that  line,  U waa 
later,  I undentand,  transferred  to  the 
CPR  What  the  status  Is  at  present 
is  Government  Information.

more  power  to  Mr  Welch— should  be 
a trunk  road  through  the  Island. 
Considering  what  It^  would  mean  In 
opening  up  certain  eccUons  of  land, 
giving  aceesslbUUy  lo  poaslble  min- 
eral-bearing areas,  and  what  It  has 
U oner  (he  tbnru*.  there  doeant  seem 
to  be  any  reason  why  a start  shooldnT 
be  made,  unleta  the  opening  up  of 
Vancouver  Island  might  be  considered 
al  vaiiancc  with  over-all  Government 
policy.

London.— In  my  previous  column 
It  waa  noted  that  the  cost  of  free 
medical  and  dental  care  In  Britain 
has  been  mounting  at  a rale  which 
may  well  become  an  excessive  burden 
on  the  taxpayer.  But  the  health  serv- 
ice Is  only  one  of  many  social  services 
Involved  In  the  British *concepl  of  a 
welfare  state. 

When  the  new  Labor  Government 
presents  Its  budget  In  April,  it  will  be 
possible  to  get  a full  picture  Mean- 
while, a few  Agures  may  be  offered  to 
Indicate  the  general  trend  of  costs 
and  the  burden  of  those  costs  upon 
the  taxpayer.  1 shall  present  these 
Agures  in  terms  of  British  money, 
since  a translation  Into  dollars  and 
cents  would  distort  the  picture.  This 
is  because  of  the  fact  of  devaluation 
and  also  because  In  terms  of  American 
money  the  costs  of  most  things  in 
Britain  are  much  cheaper  than  those 
to  which  we  are  accustomed. 

The  Arst  good  test  of  the  new  health 
system  was  the  Ascal  year  1(1A8-1»49. 
The  original  estimate  of  the  cost  to 
the  national  treasury  for  that  year 
was  £200,000.000.  As  the  year  pro- 
ceeded. U w-as  necessary  to  supplement 
that,  and  the  Ana)  cost  was  £278.- 
000,000.  According  to  the  advocates 
of  the  plan  that  was  not  large,  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  the  total  out- 
lays of  the  Exchequer  were  £3,000,- 
000.000.  For  the  present  fiscal  year, 
now  nearly  over,  the  original  esti- 
mate was  £350.000.000.  By  this  Ume 
the  system  was  better  known  and 
people  were  awakening  lo  the  vast 
potentialities  of  John  "Santa  Claus" 
Bull.  Tlie  result  has  been  a supple- 
mentary estimate  for  the  service 


which  will  probably  amount  to  several 
million  pounds  In  addition.

But  as  noted  above,  the  health  serv- 
ice is  only  one  of  the  services  of  the 
wellara  stale.  These  act  also  educa- 
tion, for  which  the  estimate  was 
£335.000.000,  housing.  £66.000,000.  fam- 
ily allowances.  £60.000.000;  naUonal 
insurance  funds.  £147.000.000,  and  na- 
Uonal assistance.  £56.000.000.  Includ- 
ing the  health  program  and  not 
counting  supplementary  esUmates, 
that  makes  a total  of  £614,000.900  To 
this  should  be  added  food  subsidies 
costing  £465.000,000. 

The  total  cost  of  government,  in- 
cluding these  more  or  less  direct  gifts, 
comes  to  40  per  cent  of  the  naUonal 
income.  To  put  it  In  coocrete  terms. 
It  means  that  the  government  Is 
spending  40  per  cent  of  the  people's 
Income  for  them.  The  payment  of 
these  sums  through  taxation  means, 
of  course,  that  some  are  paying  for 
others 

But  the  BrItUh  people,  like  the  Am- 
erican people,  mue  reslixe  how  much 
is  collected  In  taxes  from  the  very 
people  who  are  getting  the  beneAta. 
Indirect  taxes,  which  are  generally 
paid  by  the  poor,  were  Ave  shUUnp^ 
a week  per  capita  In  1058.  Last  year 
those  taxes  amounted  to  more  than 
15  shillings  a week  per  capita.

ThU  process  through  which  people 
slowly  sell  their  control  over  their 
own  earnings  and  savings  Is  Inherent 
In  the  welfare  state.  And  It  U fostered, 
of  course,  by  the  Socialist  doctrine 
that  the  state  is  better  able  to  spend 
the  people's  money  than  they  are 
themselves.

Good  Intention  Falls  Flat

T^REMIER  Duplessls  told  the  Quebec 
i-  LegUlaiure  the  other  day  that  he 
was  withdrawing  the  government  bill 
dealing  with  billboards  on  highways. 
It  had  been  his  intenUon.  said  Mr. 
Duplessls,  to  abolish  all  billboards  on 
provincial  roads  but  "a  great  number 
of  objections'*  had  been  raised  lo  suen 
a policy,  and  it  had  been  represented 
that  maintenance  of  highway  signs 
"kept  a number  of  persons  employed 
who  otherwise  would  be  Joining  the 
already  heavy  ranks  of  the  unem- 
ployed " 

There  are’arways*a  great  number  of 
objeeUons  when  public  policy,  the  in- 
terests of  all  the  people,  trample  upon 
privileges  which  private  IndlvIduaU 
have  come  to  look  upon  as  vested 
rights.  A public  highway  Is  the  prop- 
erty of  all  the  people  and  they  are 
enliUed  to  Its  use  and  enjoyment. 
Certainly  they  are  denied  Its  full  en- 


joyment If  from  the  road  the  view 
Is  of  billboards  and  signs,  and  the 
hazards  of  travel  are  Increased 
Mr.  Duplessls  seems  impressed  par- 
ticularly by  the  claim  uiat  roadside 
billboards  make  employment  That  1« 
true,  to  a limited  degree,  but  It  seem 
hardly  a decisive  argument  Re 
could  create  oome  employment,  ro 
doubt,  by  permitting  the  erection  of 
billboards  on  strategic  spots  In  our 
ciUes— on  Quebec’s  Citadel,  for  ex- 
ample— but  Mr.  Duplessls  *certalnly 
would  take  strong  objection  tq  any- 
thing of  the  sort  It  is  Just  as  im- 
proper that  billboards  should  be  per- 
mitted In  the  stflps  adjacent  lo  our 
highways  to  conceal  the  rural  scenery. 
We  do  not  spend  hundreds  of  millions 
on  highways  for  the  primary  purpose 
of  making  a platform  from  which 
residents  and  visitors  may  oontem- 
plate  commercial  appeals.

But  the  noted  Canadian  editor, 
historian  and  litterateur  charged 
most  prominent  economists  and 
statesmen  with  oompletely  ignoring 
population  pmbirtns  In  their  at- 
teenps  to  MtabUsh  world  peace. 

FORE8EEA  PAILt  RE 
Re  aald  any  world  organlaatlnn 
that  Ignored  population  factOTs  was 
doomed  to  failure. 

A gmall  group  of  sclenUiU  bad 
ravlved  the  15b-year-old  theories 
that  population  la  outgrowing  pro- 
ductivity, flm  advanced  by  Malthus. 
*rh«a«  new  economlsU.  he  aald.  are 
known  as  neo-Malthualans.  "of 
which,  T suppose.  I am  one.” 

Dr.  Bandwell,  a Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Canada,  launched 
a new  program  of  the  wrclety  with 
hla  addreae  hetre.  His  lour  of  20 
principal  Canadian  cllJes  tnaug- 
uralea  a series  of  lecture*  on 
economle  and  aoetal  problems  that 
arise  In  debaies  of  th*  United 
Nations  and  UKES.CO.  Fellows 
of  the  aodely  irlll  be  the  speakers 
in  each  ease.  Noted  American  and 
Canadian  speakers  will  follow.

"But  because  America  geU  three 
times  ae  much  per  capita  doean  i 
mean  that  an  American  has  to  cou- 
sum*  three  times  as  much”  he  con- 
tinued. He  said  It  would  be  a physi- 
cal impoeslMlHy  to  eat  twice  as 
much  as  a Chtneae  or  Japanese,  but 
'‘when  our  needs  of  food,  clothing 
and  shelter  are  satiifled  we  stUi 
have  an  enormous  consuming  power 
left  over  which  In  India  and  China 
they  do  not." 

It  was  then  he  attacked  what  he 
called  America’s  "optimistic  e«m- 
omists’*  who  hold  that  any  country 
with  plenty  of  agrlnUtural  land  can 
raise  Us  standards  of  living  bv 
strpped-up  indusirtsilsatlon  and  in- 
creased capital  equipment. 

"Tliese  optimlsu  a.ssume  that 
highly  populated  areas  can  exchange 
their  Industrial  products  for  agrt- 
oiltursl  products  from  olh^r  na- 
tions." he  said.  "But  they  cannot. 
No  low-populated  country  like  ours 
will  admit  low-coat  manufactured 
produru  of  cheap  labor  from  highly 
populated  countries.” 

RAHia  or  PRIINFERITV 

He  said  overpopulation  In  the  East 
and  underpnpulatlon  In  the  West  Is 
the  basis  of  wuiern  prosperity  and 
enable*  ua  to  take  edvantage  of 
cheap  eastern  raw  outerlals  while 
aelUng  our  own  Industrial  goods  at 
high  price*. 

"It  enablee  ua  to  live  at  a fa:.'  . 
tlcally  higher  standard  of 
than  they  do.”  he  aald  "But  the 
maintalnance  of  our  racial  purl-y 
may  depend  on  our  ability  to  fight 
to  keep  It.”

Be  pointed  out  that  there  will  al- 
ways be  barriers  to  trade  If  there 
are  barriers  to  immlrratlao  which 
favor  low  population  areas. 

"Rich  eountrlr*  are  rich  simply 
beceue*  they  are  under  populated 
and  not  because  of  any  merlte  of 
their  own.”  he  said.  "P»w  countrle* 
are  poor  because  they  are  over- 
populated  and  ivot  because  of  any- 
thing 

"Meanetille  the  rich  eountrlea 
are.  trying  to  find  same  kind  of 
suprs-nalionallst  organlaaUon  to 
st^  war.  If  they  can  do  It.  every 
thirw  will  be  aU  righi.” 

After  th*  Itmcheon.  Dr  Rendwell 
spoke  to  a capacity  house  at  the 
Women’s  Canadian  Club.  He  speaks 
at  UB.C.  Monday  and  before  Van- 
couver Canadian  Chib  Tuesday.
